Th e estim ates for th e nex t fiscal 
y ear, subm itted at th e beginning of 
th is session in th e book of estim ates 
totaled $996 ,949,238 , or an increase in 
th e estim ated ex p enditures for th e 
nex t fiscal y ear ov er th e current y ear 
of $101,25 8 ,6 45 .

$8 7 8 ,123,011, wh ile th e actual rev enue, 
including
